Prior to February 1, 2000, 1 had conceived and reduced to practice in this country an 
invention as described and claimed in the above-identified patent application. In support 
thereof, the Smith & Nephew North America - Patent Application Disclosure Form - Record 
of Invention is attached as Exhibit A and a Memorandum from Gary Dawkins to me with the 
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subject "Technical Memo - Anteverted Liner Push-In, Push-Out, and Lever-out Testing" is 
attached as Exhibit B.

A Record of Invention is a form that you complete and submit to in-house counsel at 
my employer when you believe you have an invention for which the company should 
consider filing a patent application. The form requires you to describe your invention briefly 
in writing, provide one or more drawings of your invention, and indicate the dates of first 
conception, beginning of reduction to practice, and completion of reduction to practice. This 
form is completed prior to any preparation of a patent application by outside counsel.

Exhibit A is the record of invention form I completed for the above-identified patent 
application and the subject matter claimed therein. The written form is three pages, and a 
drawing I attached to the form at the time of completion is attached as the fourth page. The 
drawing shows a completed prototype of the invention described on page 3 of Exhibit A . I 
completed Exhibit A on February 1, 2000. Exhibit A was also witnessed and executed by a 
non-interested third party on February 1, 2000, as shown on page 3.

Dates of conceiving of the idea for the invention, first putting the idea in writing, 
beginning of construction, and completion of construction of the invention have been 
redacted from the first page of Exhibit A . Each of these dates is prior to February 1, 2000. 
My social security number has also been redacted from the first page. A date prior to 
February 1, 2000 has also been redacted from the drawing on page 4.

The entries shown in Exhibit A are evidence that a prototype embodying the invention 
described and claimed in the above-identified patent application was completely constructed 
prior to February 1, 2000. Therefore, the invention described and claimed in the above- 
identified patent application was reduced to practice before February 1, 2000.

Exhibit B is further evidence of reduction to practice of the invention prior to 
February 1, 2000. Exhibit B is a memorandum Gary Dawkins prepared to summarize 
mechanical test results for 10 prototypes of this invention, as noted on pages 1 and 6 of the 
memo. The date of this memo has been redacted, but is prior to February 1, 2000.
